To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
AVID JAYNE HILL, in aff article on 
“American Co-Operation for World 
Peace.” in the Saturday Evening 
Post, Oct. 27, 1923, states: ° ' 

“It ig an axiom of American constitu- 
tional Idw that the Government of the 
United States does not possess the .quali- 
ties of a-sovereign, but is the delegated 
agency of the sovereign people for the 
purposes set forth in the Preamble to 
the Constitution of the United States. 
The pretense sometimes put forth that 

the wilt of the Government of the United 

States 4s a sovereign will is based upon 
the assumption that the whole content 
of sovereignty was conveyed in the or- 
ganization of this Government, which is 
contrary to the fact. 

“The powers of Government, in the 
case of the United States, having been 
expressly delegated, and all others hav- 
ing been expressly reserved to the states

I 
am most familiar with the West End 
district. between Forest Park boulevard 
and Suburban tra@ks, Grand boulevard 
and Taylor. In this district nearly every 
house i¢ a rooming house and whole 
families live in one or two rooms. They 
rent a foom and expect gas, electricity, 
heat, continuous hot water, telephone. 
clean linen weekly and laundry privi- 
leges for from $6 to $7 per week. The 
majority of houses in this locality rent 
on a basis of $10 per month per room, 
-unfurfiished. Then, let me ask, how a 
person can furnish them and provide 
heat, gas, electricity, telephené, bed 
linen, laundry privileges, for $5 to $7 per 
week? A Hotel room costs $2 to $4 per 
night. Why shouldn't a better room in 
a reomiing house, with housekeeping 
privileges, be worth $10 to $12 per week? 
Other cities are asking and getting ft.

ing furnished rooms would organize, 
have membership cards that would én- 
title them to a discount on coa), laundry, 
furnitere and household necessities, and 
possibly on gas and electricity, raise the 
price of their rooms to a decent price and 
stand together as a single person, there 
wouldp’t be so many half-starved room- 
ing-heuse keepers who have to keep 
their G@oors locked against collectors.

Have Made Good on Their Pledge 


The railroads have made good on their pledge of last April to meet the unprecedented 
demand for transportation this year. 
been the largest in history and much greater 
moved it promptly and efficiently.

It was predicted last spring that railway freight traffie would reach new high levels 
during the summer and fall. In preparation for the task of moving this record traffic, 
the railroads announced a program of expenditures upon additions and betterments to 
their prope rties amounting*to more than $1,100,000,000 for the year. They set out to 
reduce the number of freight cars needing repairs to 5 per eent of the total and the num- 
ber of locomotives needing heavy repairs to 15 per cent of the totai. They agreed to lay 
in surplus stocks of coal during the summer, in order to release equipment for other use 
later in the year. They agreed to carry forward their construction and maintenance pro- 
grams to have as much work as possible completed by September 1. 


All of these objectives have been substantially attained. For example, between Jan- 
uary 1° and October 1 the railroads installed 134,636 new freight cars and 2,963 new 
locomotives, and on the latter date they had on order, with deliveries being made daily, 
64,601 newW freight cars and 1,242 new locomotives. On October 1 the railroads had in 
reserve 17,663,448 tons of coal, as compared with 6,756,886 tons on January 1. 


The surpassing achievement of the vear is that a traffic. greater than has ever before 
been known has been moved without interr uption or delay. It was anticipated that ear 
loadings would exceed a million cars a week in nine weeks prior te Oetober 1. In reality, 
car loadings exeeeded the million mark in fifteen weeks. In the week immediately prior 
to October 1 more ears were loaded with freight than ever before in railway history—a 
total of 1,092,567 cars. Prior to 1923 the record loading was 1,018 539 ears, in the week 
of Oetober 15, 1920. Loadings in the nine months up to October 1, 1923, amounted to

Funds must De obtained 
to provide the additional faeilities necessary to reduce the é¢osts of operation and to enable 
the railroads to furnish the public adequate transportation at the lowest possible rates. 
Railway patrons must realize that this requires that railway erecit be maintained. 


Just now, when corn is selling at a good price, the railroads tre 
in a position to provide the corn grower with all of the transportation he may desire,. a 
condition that might not have been possible if an agitation for redueed rates or other
